Labor Racketeer Used Funds of Union 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—A flair 
for betting on horses that chronic- 
ally stumbled in last, resulted in 
Dave Evans, former secretary-treas- 
urer of the International Union of 
Operating Engineers losing his soft 
berth in the organization and fac- 
ing a possible prison term. 

Evans who was arrested last year 
following his removal from office was 
yesterday convicted by a jury in the 
district supreme court of. embezzle- 
ment of $32,000. Under the law he 
is entitled to a ten-year term. 

Fight Among Thieves. 

Evans was secretary-treasurer 
when the union was moved to Chi- 
cago by Arthur M. Huddel, general 
president, who has since died. 

Deepening gaps in the union’s fin- 
ances which made pickings for the 
rest of the racketeers in the organi- 


zation more difficult, resulted in sus- 
picion being cast upon Evans. His 
associates therefore removed him and 
his indictment followed. 

At the trial it was revealed that 
Evans had placed bets amounting to 
£200,000 on the race-tracks, and lost 
heavily, Defense lawyers countered, 
however, that part of the stolen funds 
were used by the former president, 
Huddel, in building up his machine 
in Cleveland—that is, paying off his 
gangsters and henchmen. 

Huddel’s death from heart attack 
followed two weeks after his escape 
from death at the hands of rival 
gunmen who fired point-blank at 
him and two other general officers in 
a lunch room near their office. The 
bullet was stopped by a fat wallet 
which Huddel carried in his pocket 
over his heart.

During the trial the prosecutor at- 
tempted to get Deadmon to admit 
the charges by offering him “freedom 
on parole” if he pleaded guilty. The 
stubborn battle put up by the Inter- 
national Labor Defense which fought 
the case prevented this manouver 
and obtained the acquital.

AMTER TO SHOW 
UP ROOSEVELT 


Governor’s Relief Is 
All for Railroads 


NEW YORK.—The fake schemes of 
the Roosevelt government for “relief” 
and the real program of relief to 
banks and big corporations will be 
exposed by Israel Amter, Communist 
éandidate for governor of New York, 
in an address tonight at 8 p.m. in 
Westchester Workers Center, 27 Hud. 
son Street, Yonkers. 


The New York Central Railway, 
one of the wealthiest corporations in 
the United States, was given relief 
to the extent of $13,600,000 by Re- 
construction Finance Corporation, ac- 
cording to an announcement yester- 
day. This was the total amount they 
asked for. They got it because the 
government appropriation for relief 
to banks and corporations was set up 
for this purpose, by the banker and 
corporation control of the govern- 
ment and treasury. 

On the other hand, Roosevelt re- 
centiy announced approval of an ap- 
propriation of $6,546,784 for “relief” 
to the unemployed of the state — 
through forced labor. While the ap- 
propriation for relief to financial in- 
stitutions (more than two billion dol- 
lars) was carefully planned to be 
elastic enough to take care of any 
demands they might make, the New 
York state relief for the unemployed 
provides a maximum of two dollars 
each for the two and a half million 
unemployed of the state, and has no 
relation to the needs or demands of 
the workers. 

There is no provision for stretch- 
ing. Only mass demand can push 
the “relief” beyond the narrow limits 
of a two-dollar bill.

Flood Threatens 
Millions InChina 


Dyke Repair Funds 
Used for War 


The criminal failure of the Ohin- 
‘ese Kuomintang government to re- 
pair the dykes and carry out other 
flood control projects is threatening 
millions of Chinese with fresh dis- 
aster as a result of the rapid rise 
of the Yangtze River. Vast areas 
the Yangtze Valley are already flood- 
ed, with many thousands of new re- 
fugees. 

Taxes collected for dyke repairs 


are being used to finance the Kuo- 


mintang’s war against the revolu-

LAW IN GERMANY 


To Crush Workers’ 
Fight Against Fascism 


’ BERLIN, June 29.—A further ad- 
vance toward an open faseist dic- 
tatorship looms throughout Germany 
as the Von Papen Government 
threatens to establish martial law 
in an effort to resist the rising tide 
of the workers’ struggle. 

The militant participation of the 
German workers in the struggle 
against the fascist measures of the 
Von Papen Government is “worrying” 
the fascists who openly call for a more 
intensified and ruthless reaction. 


A dispatch from Munich quotes 
Hitler’s chief Lieutentnt, Joseph Goe- 
bbels as stating that the national 
socialists (fascists) would judge the 
Von Papen government solely ac- 
cording to its actions and not its 
words. The dispatch adds that Goeb- 
bels made such a statement at a 
meeting of districts commanders 
which was held in Munich yester- 
day to discuss the electoral platform. 

The government fears that the 
coming election will give the fascists 
and the nationalists less than half 
the Reichstag séats and is therefore 

fing to win the 
support of the Catholics. If the 
leaders of the Catholic Centre Party, 
former Chancellor Bruening, will not 
yield to the government’s pressure, it 
is assured that the Reichstag will 
be dissolved again soon after the 
election.

Land, Says American 
Electrical Worker 


Dear Comrades: 

On May 10th I was sent down here 
by the State Chemical Trust to work. 
My wages are 5.80 rubles per work- 
ing day and 25 days per month. We 
work five days and get one free day. 
Our hours are from seven to four. 
We get an hour and a half for lunch. 

At present we are errecting sub- 
stations. When the one we are on 
now is finished, we have three more 
to build. Out here you have to be 
éverything. I am supposed to be an 
electrician, but as we have to cut 
and drill our own steel and iron 
to shape, I am learning to become an 
ironworker as well. It's very good 
experience. We cut our own bolts, 
threads, etc. We do the outside con- 
struction of the sub-stations. 

Healthier in U. S. S. R. 

I am healthier and stronger now 
than ever before. I can carry a piece 
of iron that I never could in your 
shop, You ask me about conditions, 
I have visited several homes since 
my arrival forty two days ago and 
have eaten plenty in all of them. 
I see no starvation. Things aren't 
fine by any means but everyone has 
the prime necssities, food, a place 
to sleep. Naturally everyone doesn’t 
earn the same. In a family of four 
or so, with cooking done at home, 
things are very good. To eat out 
is rather expensive as some com- 
modities are more hard to get than 
others. This is so because the So- 


viet Union must still export some 


products in order to get machinery. 
As it is, the Russian workers have 
more now than they ever had under 
the Tzar. They tell me so. 

. Vacations. 

After working a certain time, oné 
gets his month’s vacation with pay 
and compensation if he is sick. I 
know a fellow from N. Y., who left 
for Caucasia for a vacation after 
working six months in Moscow. This 
summer a doctor teld Harry Eisman 
he must go te a place to rest because 
he is very nervous. (Harry is the N. 
Y. Pioneer who was sent to the USSR 
by the Pioneers to save him from 
boss frame-up—Ed). Yes, Russia is 
a wonderful und. We are working 
to build towards Socialism and that 
is not an overnight job, especially 
where we have to rockon with all the 
capitalist nations.

They 
told pickets they didn’t want to scab, 
but couldn't help themselves. 

“When we were working,“ they 
said, “we were hungry. When the 
Strike started, we came out. There 
wasn’t any strike relief and the state 
relief depot refused to give our chil- 
dren anything to eat. “Nothing here 
for niggers,” is what the state relief 
kitchen told our kids. If we could 
get something for our kids to eat we 
wouldn’t scab.”

The arrest of Foster was made by 
Hynes of the notorious ‘Red

was to be held. It was Phelps, one of 
Hynes’ men who shot Basil Dell, an 
unemployed worker, and the demon- 
stration was organized to protest the 
shooting, as well to denounce the ac- 
tion of the police last Sunday in 
preventing Foster from speaking at 
the Open Forum hall before which 
8,000 workers had gathered shouting, 
“We Want Foster!” 


Rushed To Jail. 


Foster was yanked out of the car, 


dragged to a police car nearby and 
rushed off to the city jail. With him 
in the car were Stanley Warren, re- 
presenting the International Labor 
Defense and J. H. Dickson, repre- 
senting the Unemployed Council of 
Los Angeles. 


Early yesterday morning the Plaza, 
scene of the demonstration, resembled 
an armed camp. Between six and 
seven hundred Legionaires, armed 
with sawed-off shotguns, clubs and 
blackjacks were lined up on all sides 
of the Plaza, and approximately 500 
policemen were held in readiness, 
mounted on horses.

EPORTS from Greenville, S. C., 

says the Labor Research Asso- 
ciation, reveal the Pacific Mills 
hiring operatives of the Pinkerton 
National Detective Agency, one of 
the leading labor spy agencies of 
the country. The Pacific Mills is 
one of the outstanding company 
union advocates in the textile in- 
dustry. Apparently it feels that 
the Pinkerton rats, at $15 a day, 
are necessary to supplement other 
items on its “personnel relations” 
program. 

Pinkerton stool-pigeons have also 
been found operating in recent 
months in the plants of the Dun- 
ean Mills, Greenville; Lowe Mfg. 
Co., Huntsville, Ala.; Anchor Duck 
Mills, Rome, Ga.; Langley Mills, 
Langley, S. C.; American Bemberg 
Corp., and American Glanzstoff 
Corp., Elizabethton, Tenn.; Atlanta 
Woolen Mills, Atlanta, Ga.; West 
Boylston Mfg. Co., Montgomery, 
Ala., and Peerless Woolen Mills, 
Rossville, Ga. For a list of com- 
panies in the textile and other 
fields which have used labor spies 
in recent years see Spying on La- 
bor, No. 17 in the International 
Pamphlet series.

1931 and January 1932, gave posi- 
tive results. Many of the students 
ate now serving in the capacity of 
section organizers either for the 
Party or the unions.

school, since the beginning of 
the year was the school held in 
Pittsburgh from May 9th to June 
12th. Of the 31 students at least 
23 were coal miners, one metal 
miner and four metal workers. 
There were eight miners from Ken- 
tucky coming directly from tr: 
field of recent struggles. Most of 
them were of the native American 
element with a good percep‘age of 
Negro workers; the a/sthracite, 
Western and Central Pewnsylvania. 
West Virigina and Olo were well 
represented. The average age was 
much below thirty. 


The Pittsburgh school demon- 
strated beyond doubt that the Par- 
ty is able to lay the basis for a 
good revolutionary Communist 
training in a short period of four 
to five weeks. The political level 
of the comrades when they canie 
to school was quite low. Many of 
them had been in the Party a 
very short time. A real change 
took place during the few weeks 
of school. The comrades received 
an elementary grounding in the 


theory and practice of Leniniam, 


Having been with the students at 


the opening of the school and the . 


last week of the school we were in 
@ position to register the degree of 
development of the students. 


The degree of political develop- 
ment of the comrades was shown 
not only in their ability to discuss 
problem: intelligently, but also in 
the fact that many of them have 
learned the meaning of bolshevism, 
have succeeded in overcoming 
Many weaknesses, were able to re- 
act to Party discipline in a consci- 
ous bolshevik manner. The com- 
rades also demonstrated an en- 
thusiasm, eagerness to work which 
comes usually from a clear under- 
standing of the movement and its 
problems, 


The success of the school is due 
to a great extent to the close guid- 
ance given by the Central Com- 
mittee of the Party, to the fact that 
a comrade was placed there by the 
Central Committee to be fully in 
charge of the school. This school 
as well as the other full time train- 
ing schools of the Party proved 
that it is essential to have a com- 
rade entirely in charge of the 
schoo!
